KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 30.—The 
quick wit of a woman, wio realized 
that a collision was imminent, and 
waved a signal of warning, did not 
avert a wreck last night, but it enabled 
the engineers of two Wabash trains 
to slow down sufficiently to escape a 
much more serious crash. 

One man was killed and nine persons 
were injured in the wreck, which took 
place near Missouri City. There were 7 
passengers on one of the trains. 

Three hundred yards west of the Wa- 
bash station at Missouri City the rail- 
road operates a coal mine and chutes, 
where engines are supplied. A frame. 
chute extends over the tracks at this 
point. 

The passenger train had left the sta- 
tion and was approaching the coal 
chutes. Mrs. Luellin, from a knoll 100 
feet away, observed the passenger train 
ané@ also the freight train coming in 
the opposite direction. Before either en- 
gineer was aware of the’ danger, the 
woman AN with great speed to the 
tracks ands aved a warning. Both en- 
gineers acted instantly, but too late to 
prevent the collision. 
~ David Parrish, a Wabash engineer, 
who lives in Excelsier Springs, was rid- 
ing in the baggage ear. When the 
power was reversed Parrish went to 
the side doer of the car and-peekeg out. 
As he did this the engines came togeth- 
er, the jolt throwing the doer shut and 

ing the engineer in. the neck. He 
killed almost instantly.

The third flight was a slide. 

After the second start, Wilbur con- 
cluded there was not enough weight in 
the front end of the machine, and 
screwed on about 15 pounds of iron 
vises.

With one vote lacking to pass it in 
the Council, although Councilman Lam- 
bert returned from Chicago especially 
to support it, the Schutz bill requiring 
the Terminal Railroad Association and 
the Missouri Pacific, Wabash and Frisco 
railroads to abolish at their own ex- 
pense the grade crossing at Compton 
avenue is the object of a yigorous at- 
tack by President Reber and other 
members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements. 

Just before Friday’s meeting of the 
Council, friends of the bill were jubi- 
lant at the prospect of getting enough 
votes to pass it. Councilmen Lambert 
and Fitzsimmons declared themselves 
ready to cast their ballots for the meas- 
ure, despite the City Counselor’s doubt 
as to its validity. 

Councilman Drew, chairman of the 
Railroads’ Committee, began to marshal 
the bill’s supporters before making it 
the subject of a favorable report. Drew, 
Fitzsimmons, Evers, Lambert. Lehm- 
berg and Hauschulte pledged their help. 
It appeared that seven votes were as- 
sured until Ceuncilman Espenchied was 
consulted. 


Espenschicd Turns Against It. 
Espenschied had previously been one 


of the strongest advocates ef the bill 
and as a member of the Railroads’ 
Committee had several times declared 
he was ready to join a recommendation 
that the Council pass it. -In a few 
hours, however, hée had undergone a 
change and declined to act with the 
other six councilmen, 

“The House of Delegates won't pass 
the bill,”’ was all the explanation Chair- 
man Drew received from Mr. Espen- 
scheid. 

It is doubtful whether there will be a 
quorum at Wednesday’s special meeting 
of the Council, but if there is the Schutz 
bill will not get seven votes. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements is the barrier in the 
way of the Schutz bill. He insists that 
it is illegal and has obtained City Coun- 

low Walther’s partial cencurrence in 

at opinion. 

When asked in the secret caucus of 
Councilmen, Tuesday, what he thought 
of the validity of the measure, Mr. Wal- 
ther replied that it “‘was legal on its 
face.”

Se Proevokes Criticism. 
Friends ef the Schutz bill contend that 


it contemplates no alteration in the 
present status of Compton avenue and 
that it does not abolish and vacate that 
thoroughfare. A space of 12 feet would 
remain between the viaduct authorized | 
by the Schutz bill and the west curb of 
Compton avenue, if the measure was en- 
forced, so that the existing roadway 
weuld centinue in use. 

The policy of secrecy and exclusiop 

adopted by the Council in the considera- 
tlon of the Schutz bill has provoked in- 

dignant comments from citizens who 
have sought to express their views on 

the measure. This policy is an inneva- 
tion in the Ceuncil and has no precedent 

except that established by the House 

of Delegates under the Ziegenhein ad- 

ministration.

Wright's s Defense 
in Murder Trial 
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Continued From Page One. 





Mohrie and Wright, formerly members 
of Young’s political organization in the 
Fifteenth Ward, for deserting him and 
joining the opposition. 

The display of firearms in the Wright 
trial showed that members of the gangs 
that live in the bottoms east of Jef- 
ferson avenue, and there fought out their 
troubles, are always prepared for any 
emergency. The pistol from which the 
bullet that killed Young was fired is a 
model of firearm perfection. 

It is @ 32-caliber revolver, mounted on 
a 88-caliber frame, designed to shoot 
only steel-jacket bullets. No ordinary re- 
volver would have driven a bullet 
through an inch oak board and killed 
& man on the other side. 

The bullet from Mohrle’s revolver not 
only struck the gate at an angle of 4 
degrees and passed through the oak 
board, but it passed through the bedy 
of Young, who weighed 200 pounds, and 
lodged beneath the skin of his back. It 
broke a rib or two on its way through 
and yet it was only slightly battered 
when it was taken from the fatal 
wound. 

The revolver found under Young’s 
band, whether it was his or somebody 
else’s was almost a feot long and shoots 
with great accuracy and tremendous 
power. Wright alone was armed with 
a cheap revelver. 

Woman Fights to Save Wright. 

The trial of Wright, following the 
death of Mohrle, was very quiet, indi- 
cating that ‘“‘Egan’s Rats’’ and other 
members of Young's political gang ap- 
parently are satisfied that the con- 
stable’s death was avenged in the assas- 
sination of Mohrie. Wright, .according 
to the evidence in the case, was merely 
Mohrle’s understudy, a young structural 
steel worker, whose metal in the game 
of life and death as it is played in the 
bottoms never has been thoroughly 
tested, 

Mrs. Marie Mohrle worked with all 
of a woman's tenacity ef purpose to 
save the companion ef her dead hus- 
band. She practically conducted the 
defense of Wright. All day Tuesday she 
sat in the courtroom, ready to give any 
information or advice to Wright's at- 
torneys. 

Mehrle had carefuly prepared his own 
defense before he was shot, but Wright 
had paid little attention to it. From 
what Mohrle told his wife before his 
death, she has patched up the defense 
for Wright. Mrs. Mohrle is new living 
under cover, fearing her own life, but 
she has been in constant communication 
with Wright's atterypeys, telling them 
how and where to get witnesses. 

Earl Hanna, known in the bottoms

RATE CHECKED

MOBERLY. Mo.. June 30.—The Utili- 
tiles Committee of Moberly, the first in 
the State to attempt to regulate public 
utility rates under the Cooper law, 
passed two years ago, has clashed with 
the courts in its first move. Judge Wal- 
ler, at Fayette, yesterday granted an 
injunction restraining the city of Mo- 
berly from putting into effect the re- 
duced rates for lighting, fuel and water, 
which had been recommended by the 
committee. The City Council estab- 
lished the new rates June 7. 

The case wilt come up for a final 
hearing at the October term of Circuit 
Court in Moberly. 

Following is a comparison of the old 
and new rates: 

Old rate, electric lights, first 10 kilo- 
watt hours, 20 cents; next 49, 15 cents; 
50 kilowatt hours and over, 10 cents. 

Rates fixed by Utility Committee: 
First 10 kilowatt hours, 14 cents; 10 to 2 
kilowatt hours, 12 cents; 20 to 20 kilowatt 
hours, 10 cents; 30 to 60 kilowatt hours, 9 
cents; 100 or over, 7 cents. 

Old gas rates, for lighting, $1.60 per 
1000 feet; for fuel, $1.40 per 1000. 

Rates fixed by Utility Committee, for 
lighting, $1.35 per 1000; for fuel, $1.35 per 
1000. 

Old water rates, 1000 to 15,000 gallons, 
50 cents per 1000; minimum charge, 75 
cents; 15,000 to 35,000, 40 cents; 60,000 to 
100,000, 30 cents; 100,000 to 200,000, 20 cents. 

Rates fixed by Utility Committee, 1000 
to 2000 gallons, 50 cents per 1000; 50 cents 
minimum; 8000 to 15,000, 30 cents; 15,000 to

First Italian Dinalicct, 
In 1887 he joined the staff of the Post- 


Dispatch and wag the first Sunday editor 
of this paper. He wrote the first Italian 
dialect printed in American newspapers 
in a series of sketches which won him 
high local fame. Fopiano, who conduct- 
ed a peanut stand, and Policeman Ma- 
googin discussed current topics week aft- 
er week, until these fictitious characters 
became real personages to the St. Louis 
public, Later the Widow Magoogin, re- 
lict of the policeman, was introduced, 
and she became natienally famous. 
Peter Finley Dunne’s “Mr, Dooley” was 
modeled upon the Widow Magoogin, and 
the latter sketches were collected in a 
book and published by Dillingham, New 
York, 

Probably the most important literary 
work Mr. Jennings accomplished, judged 
by the currency it gained, was an 
exposure of Ignatius Donnelly’s Bacon- 
Shakspeare cipher. He was a Shaks- 
pearian student and attacked the cryp- 
togram theory with wit and sarcasm. 


Was Man eof Idea« 
Everyone who knew John J. Jen- 


nings in 8t, Louls remembers him af- 
fectionately, He was short, chubby, 
Smiling, witty. The flavor of his wit 
was sometimes acrid; he could be belig- 
erent when men did evil. But in the 
main he was sunny. His newspaper 
ideas, his schemes and entertaining fea- 
tures Were for years the traditions of 
St. Louis newspaperdom. 

In 189 he went to New York, where 
he became a member of the World edi- 
torial staff, going to the Evening World 
in 1892 and remaining with the latter 
paper until his death. His bright 
ideas placed him high among the jour- 
nalists of New York, He originated 
many of the features which are today 
the common stock of the craft. The 
employment of women in the feature 
departments of newspapers is largely 
due to him, and the success of many 
depended in great measure upon his 
wit, sympathy and insight. 

In later years his shock of silky bair 
and mustache were white a# proverbial 
snow; his cheeks a delicate pink and his 
black eyes, undimmed, twinkled appre- 
clatively of the joke that wae ever on 
his ps, Had he cared for money, he 
would have gained much, but it never 
could bind him, reduce his fine inde- 
Pendence or affect his generous loy- 
ality. He is survived by his widow.

Shocks and Verdicts. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A jury was locked up seven days in Jefferson 
County, until it rendered a verdict to suit the presid- 
ing Judge, and Judge Sale set aside the verdicts ef 
two juries because the verdicts did not suit him. 
The last Judge is quoted as saying: “I take it that 
nervous shock is a necessary concomitant to a rail- 
way accident.” Very likely that is true fn a case like 
this, where a street car going at a high rate of speed 
turns over. That has been the experience of the 
writer, whe has been in several such accidents and 
received injuries and shocks and never asked or re- 
celved a penny. That kind of money does not look 
good to me, but if others need it and the jury award 
it the verdict should stand, subject only to higher 
courts. The young lady was given a verdict for $2000 
on account ef injury and shock in street car turning 
over at dangerous curve near Delmar Garden a year 
ago. The Judge set this aside as excessive on the 
grounds that he observed the claimant closely when 
she appeared in court and he failed to notice that 
she was still suffering from the shock of a year 
ago. Any person who has passed through such a 
shock and suffering may experience similar sensa- 
tions in many subsequent situations in life. The ef- 


fect of the first shock usually lasts a lifetime, al- 


though it may not be apparent in a courtroem, un- 
less it might seem that the Judge was about to turn 
the courthouse over, just to show his authority. The 
other verdict, $2800, awarded to a boy en account 
of rupture in a street car accident, was set aside 
as grossly excessive on the ground that the Judge 
scrutinized the boy in court a year later, and failed 
to notice the rupture which may cripple the boy for 
life. What education er experience has the Judge 
had in street car accidents, injury, shocks and suf- 
fering and ruptures that enabled him to disregard 
medical experts and jury verdicts? MABEL.
